‘The ordinary | 
modes of instruction were pursued with the) 
heathen so far as the engagements of Messrs. | 
Judson and Wade would permit. [laving 
completed in Nov. 1829, a revision of the New 
Testament, they devised measures for an ex- 
tension of labors. Mr. Wade repaired to the 
villages, particularly to Pah-ouk between Am- 
herst and Maulmein, where he remained for 
several weeks and preached the word with 
effect. 

Mr. Judson gave himself wholly to the min- 
istry at home, and established regular worship 
in English on the Sabbath for the benefit of 
soldiers and others, among whom there was an 
increasing attention. It had been his purpose 
about this time to visit Rangoon, but the state 
of things became too interesting for him to 
leave. ‘The work continued till the church re- 
ceived an accession of eleven members, mak- 
ing their whole number fifteen, and others re- 
mained on tho list of inquirers. Within the 
period which we describe, seven were added 
to the native church, increasing the number 
baptized from among the heathen at this place 
to fifty-six. 

It will be recollected that the early converts 
were of various nations, including certain Hin- | 
doos who intermixed with Burman settlers at | 
Maulmein. ‘These amounting to six in num-| 
ber being unable to understand the language in| 
which worship was usually conducted, were set 
apart as a branch by themselves, with one of | 
the most intelligent of their company to con- | 
duct their devotions. But their progress in) 
piety has not answered the expectations which 
were formed ofthem. [Instability and change 
have marked their course, particularly that of 
their leader, and some having left the settle- | 
ment, the branch may be considered as nearly 
or quite extinct.

In February Mr. and Mrs. Wade left for 

Rangoon, and on the 26th of April, Mr. Jud- 
son. Soon after the departure of the latter, 
Mr. Boardman, at the earnest solicitation of 
his brethren, arrived from Tavoy, and took up 
his residence with his family atthis place. His 
health had for some time been failing under 
the influence of a severe cough, though he was 
still able to labor. Mrs. B. who was much re- 
duced with disease on the liver, by the advice 
of her physician, preceded him in this removal. 
She derived advantage from a change of air and 
other means, and recovered in part her wonted 
strength, but Mr. B. continued gradually to de- 
cline. Had he been wholly exempt from care 
and toil for a few months, he might possibly 
have regained his health ; but his brethren un- 
apprized of his situation, did not make this pro- 
vision. He found the station demanding all 
his attention, and immediately gave it. He 
superintended the press—took charge of the 
native and English churches, and preached to 
both, till he became too feeble to do either, 
except while laying on his bed. When fully 
advised of his situation, Mr. Wade with frater- 
nal affection hastened to his assistance, and 
afforded what relief was practicable. 

We are unable to contemplate this change 
of situation in Mr. Boardman, only as a merci- 
ful interposition of providence to provide for 
him the solace of Christian society and friend- 
ship, under painful and protracted sickness. 
At Tavoy he and Mrs. B. were alono. They 
had already passed through scenes of affliction, 
with no missionary associate, and with but one 
English family from whose sympathy any at- 
tentions were to be derived; and that family

Measuring Grain.—A subscriber who wishes to 
know how he may ascertain whether his bushel! 
measure is correct, is informed that the dimensions 
of a bushel by statute, are 8 inches deep, and 184 
inches wide in diameter. By caiculation, it is found 
that a vessel of these dimensions contains 2150-41 
cubic inches. This will afford farmers an opportu- 
nity of finding the number of bushels in a bin, with- 
out the trouble of taking it out for measurement. 
They have only to find the length, breadth, and depth 
of the grain in inches, as it hes in the bin, and mul- 
tiply these numbers together, and divide the product 
by 2150-41; the quotieut will be the number of 
bushels; this rule may be of use to farmers in de- 
termining the dimensions of their cribs.—SFriend of 
Education.

The difference is owing to the 
great quantity of saccharine matter con‘ained in the 
cobs, as well as the additional stimulus of distention 
affurded by the food, which is all-important for gra- 
niverous animals.—Col. (Pa. ) Spy.

From Dr. Ryland’s Life of Fuller. 
DEATH OF SARAH FULLER. 

This child was the daughter of the Rev. Andrew 
Fuller, of Kettering, Eng. She died May 30, 1786, 
aged 6 years and nearly six months. Dr. Ryland thus 
speaks of her :—“She was a very intelligent and ami- 
able child, and gave much hopeful evidence of early 
piety, as T can attest from my own knowledye, as well 
as fom the following narrative, drawn up by her fa- 
ther.” 

«Sarah Fuller was born at Soham, Dec. 7, 
1779. Atthe time of her birth, I committed 
her to God, as I trust, | have done many times 


since. 


by our kind friends, Mr. and Mrs. Ryland, and 
Miss Tyler, to pay a visit to Northampton.— 
She went, and stayed 11 or 12 weeks; during 
which time, Mrs. Trinder kindly took her into 
her school. Her proficiency in reading, spell- 
ing, &c. gave us much pleasure. But, alas, 
for us! how long will it be, ere we cease to 
set our eyes upon that which is not? Death 
was then preparing to blast our rising hopes! 

‘* About December, she was taken ill, at 
Northampton ; our friends thought her illness 
to be the measles. After a while, she seemed 
to get better, and on the 16th of December, I 
brought her home. From the time of her re- 
turn, we perceived a remarkable seriousness 1n 


‘her, with an uncommon delight in reading ; 


and in our apprehension, her faculties ripened 
beyond her years. But still her illness hung 
about her. In the beginning of February, she 
had the measles of a certainty ; and we hoped 
she would have recovered her health after the 
turn of the disorder ; but from that time, she 
grew weaker and weaker, and her complaints 
grew more and more alarming. A hectic fever 
preyed upon her perpetually. At this time, 
however, she took great delight in reading ac- 
counts of the conversion of little children, and 
seemed to love those children, for their godli- 
ness. She would read these narratives aloud, 
when she was obliged to pause at every few 
words to get breath, till indeed, we were obli- 
ged to restrain her, lest it should overcome 
her. At the same time, she discovered great 
tenderness of conscience, in respect of speak 
ing the truth, and keeping holy the Lord’s day. 
She would chide her brother Robert, if he dis- 
covered any inclination to play ou that day. 

‘*In March, I took her to Northampton, for 
the advice of Dr. Kerr. This cheered her 
spirits ; as she loved Mr. and Mrs. Ryland, and 
wanted to go and see them. She stayed there 
a fortnight, and her aunt with her. 
tor was very attentive and kind to her, and we 
still hoped thatshe might recover. During this 
fortnight, | went two or three times to see her ; 
and one evening, being with her alone, she ask- 
ed me to pray for her. ‘ Whatdo you wish me 
to pray for, my dear?’ said I, She answered, 
‘That God would bless me, and keep me, and 
save my soul.’ ‘ Do you think, then, that you 
are a sinner?’ * Yes, father.’ Fearing she 
did not understand what she said, I asked her, 
|* Whatis sin, my dear?’ She answered, ‘ Tell- 
ing a story.’ 
to my heart. 
member, do you, my having corrected you once, 
for telling a story?’ ‘ Yes,father.’ ‘ And are 
you grieved for having so offended God ?’ ‘Yes, 
father.” I asked her if she did not try to pray 
herself. She answered, ‘1 sometimes try, but 
I do not know how to pray ; I wish you would 
pray for me, till I can pray for myself.’ As 1 
continued to sit by her, she appeared much de- 
jected. I asked her thereason. She said, ‘1 
am afraid I shall go to hell.’ * My dear,’ said 
I, ‘who told you so?’ ‘ Nobody,’ said she, 
‘but I know if I do not pray to the Lord. I must 
go to hell.” I then went to prayer with her, 
with many tears. 

‘* After her return to Kettering, we soon saw, 
with heart-rending grief, evident symptoms of 
approaching dissolution. Her mind seemed to 
grow, however, in seriousness. She had some 
verses composed for her, by our dear friend, 
Mr. Ryland,

‘«¢ She was a child of great vivacity of spirits ; 
but nothing remarkably vicious. The only 
times in her life that I had any occasion to use 
a rod, was when she was about four years old, 
for telling a lie. Having, one day, a great in- 
clination to go out, she a@ked leave, and then 
said she had obtained it, when she had not. 

** About Michaelmas, 1785, she was invited 


‘composed for her. I used to carry her in my 


arms, into the fields, and there talk with her 
upon the desirableness of dying, and being with 
Christ, and with holy men and women, and 
with those holy children who cried, ‘ Hosanna 
to the Son of David.’

1! urged her to tell me what 
was the matter. Still she was silent. I then 
asked her if she was afraid she should not go 
to that blessed world of which I had been read- 
ing? She answered,‘ Yes.’ ‘ But what makes 
you afraid, my dear? ‘ Because, (said she 
with a tone of grief that pierced me to the 
heart,) I have sinned against the Lord.’ « True, 
my dear,’ said I, ‘ you have sinned against the 
Lord ; but the Lord is more ready to forgive 
you, if you are grieved for offending him, than 
I can be to forgive you, when you are grieved 
for offending me, and you know how ready | 
am to do that.’ I then told her of the great 
grace of God, and the love of Christ to sinners. 
I told her of his mercy in forgiving a poor 
wicked thief, who, when he was dying, prayed 
to him to save his soul. At this she seemed 
cheered, but said nothing.

As her death drew nigh, I was 
exceedingly affected, and very earnest in pray- 
er for het soul, having now no hope of her 
life. I used frequently to anticipate her death, 
when I could think of nothing but the language 
of Reuben—‘ The child is not, and I, whither 
shall I go!’ I thought at that time, if any thing 
were said at her funeral, it should be from 
some such passage as this. In short, I am 
sure I was affected to excess, and in a way that 
I ought not to have been, if had loved God 
better. About this time, [ threw myself pros- 
trate on the floor, and wept exceedingly, yet 
pleading with God for her. ‘The agony of my 
spirit, produced a most violent billious com- 
plaint, which laid me quite aside for several 
days. I then reflected that I had sinned, in 
being so inordinately anxious. From this, I 
felt a degree of calmness and resignation to 
God. On the morning of the 50th of May, ! 
heard a whispering in an adjoining room. | 
suspected the cause, and upon inquiry, found 
that the child expired about six o'clock, with a 
slight convulsive motion, without a sigh or a 
groan. 1 called the family to me, and, as well 
as | was able, attempted to bless a taking as 
well as a giving God ; andto implore that those 
of us who were left behind, might find grace in 
the wilderness. ‘The words of the Shunamite 
were at that time muck to me—‘ It is well.” 
These words were preached from at her fune- 
ral, by Mr. Ryland. My affliction had prevent- 
ed my seeing her the last few days of her life ; 
but | just went and took leave of her body, be- 
fore the coffin was fastened down ; though that 
was almost too much for me, in my weak and 
afflicted state. Our friends were all very kind 
toher. Miss Hall and Miss Walker had bought 


May, and she counted much of their coming 
down, but died before their arrival. She was 
very patient under her afflictions, scarcely ever 
complaining, even when her bones penctrated 
through her skin. If ever we were obliged to 
force medicines upon her, though she would 
cry a little at the moment, yet she would quick- 
ly leave off, and kiss us, saying, ‘I love you, | 
love you all, Llove you for making me take my 
medicines, fur 1 know you do it for my my good. 
Her constitution was always rather delicate, 
her temper amiable, and her behaviour enga- 
ging. 

** Surely, it will now be our concern to flee 
from idolatry, and to hold all created comfort 
with a loose hand ; remembering the counsel 
of the apostle—* The time is short ; it remain- 
eth, that those who have wives, be as though 
they had none ; and those that weep as though 
they wept not; and those that buy, as though 
they possessed not; and they that use this 
world, as not abusing it; for the fashion of this 
world [or this world, which is but a figure, fash- 
ion, or form, without substance, ] passeth away.’ 

The following verses were composed by her 
father, on this painful occasion : 


The child is not ! and whither shall I go? 

(My pensive soul thought thus to urge its grief.) 

To what retreat betake me, high or low, 

Where burdened hearts might find some short relief ? 


Shall I petake me to the grove or field, 

Or walk, or hill, or dale, or grassy plain? 

Alas! what joy can all creation yield ? 

Creation mourns, where death and sorrow reign. 


Prospects, instead of easing, aggravate ; 

Ah! here she walk’d; there pluck’d the opening flower ; 
Turn, turn away mine eyes, nor irritate 

The wound that’s now tov deep for earth to cure. 


But stop—the child is not! hence will I go 

To God, who, though he frowns, is still the same ; 
She was not mine, though fond I call’d her so ; 

He gave, he took away—l’ll bless his name. 


Look neither inward, on thy griefs to pore ; 

Nor outward, for relief from creature joys ; 

Look upward, to thy God ; thence help implore, 
And help will come, and good from ill arise. 


Nor mourn to excess her loss; but say, ‘ Tis well ;’ 
What matter when she died, if but to God ? 

If rear’d fur him, though young or old she fell, 

His bosom is her last, her blest abode. 


Here oft she read of early piety, 

She read, and lov’d, and paus’d at every breath, 

Till dire affliction wore her strength away, 

And quench’d her powers, and seal’d her lips in death. 


What then? her powers we trust, will now expand ; 
Our views, compar’d with hers, are childish now : 
She needs not little toys to amuse her mind, 

Christ, whom she sought, ’twill be her all to know. 


Surely her sorrows now to joys are turn’d ;
